The trouble started shortly 
after midnight in the apart- 
ment of Miss Mosley when a 
couple, 24 year old Michael 
Olverson and 20 year old Bar- 
bara Harris began arguing. 
The argument grew so in- 
tense that Miss Mosely forced 
the: pair out of her. apartment 
into the hallway where the 
shouting match continued. 

The young woman's 
screams could be heard 
throughout the 39 unit apart- 
ment complex. Miss Mosely 
said she looked through the 
peep hole of her door and 
saw Olverson beat and kick 
the comely young woman un- 
til she stopped moving. 

Several residents reported 
hearing pounding on their 
doors and on three oc- 
casions, the knocking ended 
with’ shots - being fired 
through the doors. The apart- 
ment manager, Hayward 
Doaks was injured when one 
wthrttlote...piegced. his 
steel hallway door and hit 
him in~ the stOmach. He 
remains in Bethesda Hospital 
where he was taken following 
the shooting. 

There are a number of 
rumors on what started the 
fatal argument but only the 
dead couple will ever know 
for certain what it was a 
about.

Two Youths Charged 
In Graber Murder. 


It was 10:00 Wednesday 
evening, October 16. A 1974 
Blue Chevrolet Malibu owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Julius Graber 
pulled up to the front door of 
the fashionable Park Lane 
Apartments at 4201 Victory 
Parkway. The couple had just 
returned from a concert at 
Cincinnati's Music Hall. 
Graber, a 65 year old retire- 
ment home administrator told 
his wife to go on -upstairs 
while he parked the car in the 

ment complex’s garage. 
rs. Graber said that 


would fix him some tea while 
he parked the car. 

As the steam whistle began 
to whistle in the Graber kit- 
chen, a Vista Valley apart- 
ments resident at 1046 Gros- 
beck Road suddenly heard 
cries of don't shoot, don't 
shoot coming from the dark 

area leading to the 
Spring Grove cemetery 
across the street. And then 
there was a single shot. 

Police soon arrived to dis- 
cover the body of an elderly 
man with a horribly disfigured 
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bloody skull. It was the body 
of Julius Graber. Graber had 
been shot with a single bullet 
that completely blew the back 
of his head out. His car and 
wallet were missing. There 
was a shotgun shell lying 


Homicide detectives were

forming them that they had 
arrested a 19 year old Cin-

They said that Ohio State

was driving. Upon 
investigation, the patrolman 
discovered a sawed off shot 
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soon called to the scene and 
several attempts were made 
to talk the raving man into 
giving up. Police reported 
seeing him from several van- 
tage. points in the hallway 
waving the gun around in the 
air. Snipers and K-9 units 
were called in, but authorities 
were reluctant to use them. 
Two ministers were called in 
as.were.relatives. in.efforts, to 
talk the man out via police 
bullhorns to no avail. 
* Meanwhile, Cincinnati 
firemen quickly evacuated 13 
residents of the building by 
extending fire ladders to the 
various apartment balconies. 
At about 2 am police reported 
spotting Olverson reloading 
his pistol and that’s when the 
decision was made to use 
tear gas, hoping to drive the 
Lincoln Heights man out of 
the apartment halls. But inhis 
raving state, Olv@son stood 
in the midst of tear gas and 
refused to leave the building. 
Finally through the 
clouds Of tear gas Olver- 
Son Was spotted removing all 
his’ clothing near a window 
and then he disappeared 
back into the halls. Suddenly 


two shots ratig out in the cold - 


early morning air. Cautiously 
police began to move into the 
building and up to the 
second floor where Olverson 
had been held under siege. 


” There they discovered the 


bodies of Ms. Harris and 
Olverson lying close’to one 
another. 

Olverson was found dead 
from am obviously self in- 
flicted wound. Ms. Harris had 
been shot as well but in- 
vestigation showed that she 
had died from the terrible 
beating she received at the 
hands of her deranged boy- 
friend. 

Olverson and Ms. Harris 
had reportedly known each 
other since high school and 
had been dating since. Olver- 
son who lived in” Lincotn 
Heights with his parents had 
picked up Ms. Harris after 
she got off from work at a 
Bond Hill dairy store and then 
drove her to the College Hill 
address where the argument 
supposedly started in the 
parking lot of the Llianfair 
Gardens.

WASHINGTON, D.C, 
(NBNS) -- Former Watergate 
security guard Frank Wills 
was honored by the 
Democratic Party here for his 
“unlocking the door to the 
greatest political scandal” 
ever to rob a nation. 

The presentation was made 
during—a—Party._meeting 
preparing for the Democrats’ 
December mini-convention in 
Kansas City, Missouri. 

The 26-year-old Wills 
received a plaque from 
Robert Strauss, chairman of 
the Democratic National 
Committee, for his June 17, 
1972 discovery of a taped 


door at the DNC Watergate 
headquarters that led to the 
capture and arrest of the 
“watergate burglars” and the 
eventual resignation of Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon. 

The plaque read: "A 
grateful Party commends 
Frank Wills for his service to 
country, devotion to duty, his 
perserverance and his com- 
mitment — with deep respect 
and appreciation.” 

Fired from his job shortly 
after ‘‘unlocking" the 
“watergate affair,” Wills was

Of course, this is not the first time some chick has gotten 
bold and called out the buzzards on record, but never so 
foolishly.

James A. Rhodes and 
a@ governor's cabinet. 


Beginning with his election 
as Columbus City Auditor in 
1939, James A. Rhodes con- 
tinued to set a consistent 
record of fair employment 
practices in all of the govern- 
mental offices to which he 
has been elected. 


When Rhodes became City 
Auditor, he found one Negro 
girl in the office and im- 
mediately increased the num- 
ber to three. One of the three 
became the highest paid girl 
in the office. 

Elected Mayor of the City 
of Columbus in 1943, Gover- 
nor Rhodes began to gain 
state and nationwide atten- 
tion as a result of his policy 
of employing and upgrading 
Negroes and minority group 
members on the basis of 
merit and preparation. 

Rhodes, who was elected 
Mayor of Columbus for three 
consecutive terms, broke all 
Capital City records in. the 
employment of qualified 
Negroes. And he didn't stop 
at this point — he insisted that 
they be upgraded in their 
respective divisions 
whenever warranted. 

Resulting from this em- 
ployment policy, was that 
Columbus received the first 
Negro member of the Mayor's 
Cabinet in the person of 
William C. Anderson. Harvey 
H. Alston, elevated to the 
rank of Captain in the 
Rhodes administration, sub- 
sequently became inspector 
of Police, the first Negro to 
hold such a post in the 
nation. Herman Harrison 
became an Assistant Fire

Chief and other Negro mrem- 
bers of the Fire Department 
were promoted to responsible 
positions from Battalion 
Chief down. 

Negro police officers were 
first placed on cruiser duty 
during the administration of 
the then Mayor Rhodes. The 
direction of the Division of 
Street Cleaning.and Refuse 
Collection was under the 
superintendency of a Negro, 
the first time. 

When James A. Rhodes 
was elected Auditor of State 
in 1952, he found one Negro 
on the staff in a responsible 
position. Elected State 
Auditor for three consecutive 
terms, he increased the 
Negro staff to over seventy- 
five. The history-making story 
here, is that of this number, 
over thirty were appointed 
State Examiners with salaries 
ranging up to $10,000.00 per 
year. He also named an Ad- 
ministrative Assistant. 

Elected Governor in 1962, 
Rhodes continued his policy 
of promoting and protecting 
the interests of minority 
groups, not only in the field 
of employment, but in the 
area of civil rights as well. 

Among his first acts as 
Governor of Ohio, was to 
name an Assistant to the 
Governor in the person of 
Llewellyn A. Coles of Colum- 
bus. also appointed a 
member to his Cabinet, 
William O. Walker of 
Cleveland. Both are Negroes 
and their selection became 
historical in that this was the 
first time any Chief Executive 
had dared to make such ap- 


the first black member In 


pointments. . 

Governor Rhodes did not 
stop with these two. appoint- 
ments. He broke every record 
of Negro employment in 


every Department serving the: 


State of Ohio. The Cincinnati 
Herald, a weekly Negro 
newspaper, termed Rhodes’ 
Negro employment record as 
“fantastically impressive.” 

During his two terms as 
Governor, Rhodes, appointed 
twelve roes to judicial 
positions. ese judgeships 
ranged from municipal courts 
up through the Ohio Supreme 
Court. No other governor has 
ever appointed this many 
ore judges.

“T only hope that during the first eighteen years of 
your life, we have instilled the true meaning of 
brotherhood and a sense of right from Wrong in you. 

“Tf you ever have a problem, please remember, I am 
always available, for whatever help you may need."

Election after election, 
black candidates, with all the necessary 
qualifications, have gone down. to 
defeat simply because their own people 
didn't vote for them. : 

| have often wondered how it is that 
white voters are always smart enough 
to know who the black candidates are 
so t' can vote against them irrespec- 
tive of party. Yet, on the other hand, 
black voters never seem to know who 
their own are on the ballot. The best 
evidence of their ignorance is that they 
don't vote for them, 

One of our biggest faults, is that we 
sell ourselves too cheap.

We need education in politics badly. 


You would think that this need would 
be one area where we could get quick 
cooperation. Unfortunately this isn't 
true. We approach _— election with 
uncertainty. The only thing we can be 
sure of, is that, large or small, our vote 
on election day will be lopsided for one 
party, but more than likely light for 
black candidates, 

By our votes we are going to be 
judged - let's hope that on Tuesday, 
Nov. 5, we pass the test.

case in the gubernatorial race, for Democrat Gov. 
John J. Gilligan and his Republican challenger, for- 
mer Gov. James A. have an abundance of 
materials to boast about from a black standpoint. 

Their silence on this matter, however, is un- 
derstandable, for should they attempt to capitalize on 
black achievements under their respective ad- 
ministrations, they would be taking @ chance of 
alienating the affection of hundreds of narrow min- 
ded, bigoted and racist whites. ) 

So rather than take this hazardous risk, Gilligan 
and Ahodes both rely on their black allies to take 
their message of accomplishment back to the black 

munities. 
since there are no blacks on the statewide ballot of 
either Democrats or Republicans, blacks in the 
respective political camps are frantically fostering the 
argument that “my man did more for us than yours. 

Looking at the argument through unbiased eyes, 
one must conclude that both sides are basically 
correct. Black Democrats are, perhaps, on fairly solid 
ground when they contend that Gilligan appointed 
more blacks than Rhodes. 

But by the same token, black Republicans are 
telling the gospel truth when they argue that Rhodes, 
during his eight years as Governor, hired more blacks 
at every level of government than his 60 predecessors 
combined. 

Black Republicans tend to concede that Gilligan 
has appointed more blacks than Rhodes, but they 
point out that it was Rhodes who set the pace. 

Moreover, they remind the Democrats that since 
Rhodes left office almost four years ago, the private 
sector has opened its doors to more blacks than ever 
before. 

Thus, they contend that Gilligan, whether he wan- 
ted to or not, was forced to follow suit. ; 

in adding the firsts for Rhodes, black Republicans 
tick off such as, first to appoint a black to his cabinet, 
first to name an administrative assistant, first to put a 
black on the Ohio Supreme Court, two black women 
judges, put black judges on Municipal court benches 
for the first time in Akron and Cincinnati, chief justice 
of Municipal court in Cleveland, for a total of 14 black 
judges. : 

Another first, which was of vital interest to the 
blacks, was: the Rhodes -sppointment. of a black 
Democrat, J. Maynard Dickerson, to the Board of 
Liquor Control, is also pointed out. 

Although black Democrats may question the 
argument advanced by black Republicans, they make 
no effort to refute the fact that it was Rhodes who 
made it possible for the election of black Democrats 
to the Ohio Legislature. 

With the aide of former Ohio Atty. Gen. and presen- 
tly the U.S. Atty. Gen. William B, Saxbe and his black 
assistant and now U.S. District Court Judge Robert 
Duncan, Rhodes drafted a legislative re- 
apportionment plan designed to virtually assure the 
election of black Democrats to the Ohio General 
Assembly. 

As a result, there are now nine blacks in the House 
and two in the Senate. And as Rhodes predicted in 
unveiling his plan, “they all will be Democrats, but so 
what, blacks are entitled to have representation in the 
legislature.” . 

It is significant, that,until his plan was put into ef- 
fect, Carl B. Stokes was the only bjack Democrat ever 
to be elected-to the legislature under the old system. 

So as the campaign comes to an end this week, this

than white women. 
No one knows for sure how 
many people have hyperten- 
sion. But, in a leading 
magazine, writer Edythe 
Cudlipp, reports the number 
to be as high as 23 million, 
making high blood pressure a 
contender for top spot as the 
country's number one health 
problem and ranking it 
Statistically as the Number 
One Killer of Blacks. 

But, despite these frigh- 
teningly high statistics, 
hypertension does not have 
kill, It can be easily and 
quickly detected, and safely 
and readily treated. Although 
hypertension usually has no 
symptoms in its early stages, 
as it progresses the—victim 
may get headaches, or suf- 
fer from faintness and other 
symptoms that could send 
him to a physician. 

Simply stated, high blood 
pressure is like a pat boiling 
over ... if blood pressure goes 
up the pot boils and the body 
reacts. The heart has to work 
harder and faster, and the 
more it is forced to work, the 
greater the chances that it 
will be damaged. An even 
greater danger is what 
elevated pressure can mean 
to. the brain. The arteries 
leading from the heart are 
large in circumference in 
comparison to the various ar- 
teries that branch off, 
becoming successively 
smaller the farther away they 
are from the heart. As the ar- 
teries become smaller they 
become more sensitive to 
blood pressure and stress 
tends to weaken arterial 
walls, which makes them 
more susceptible to rupture. 
if the pressure becomes too 
great the result is a cerebral 
hemorrhage or a stroke. And, 
even though blood may only 
be cut off from a very tiny 
area of the brain, a person 
can be_ severely disabled, 
depending on the functions 
controlled by that particular 
area. 

The question is why blood 
pressure rises so 
dangerously in some people 
and not in others. Only cer- 
tain facts are known: secon- 
dary high blood pressure is 
the result of another disease 
and if that disease is treated 
the high blood pressure will 
be eased or eliminated 
altogether. Primary high 
blood pressure, on the other 
hand, has no*known cause 
and accounts for 85 to 90 per- 
cent of all eases of high 
blood pressure. In this area, 
diet, cigarette smoking, over- 
weight, heredity.cand. tension 
=re_all thought to have some 
bearing on high blood 
pressure. Three of these —. 
tension, diet and heredity - 
are thought to be major 
reasons why blacks are more 
prone to hypertension. Each 
factor by -itself- may not -be 
dangerous, although each 
can be significant. 

Despite the inconclusive 
evidence on the causes of 
high blood pressure, there is 
very -good evidence that, 
once detected, it can be con- 
trolled. And, if detected early 
enough, a person does not 
have to suffer serious con- 
sequences. 

Thanks to nationwide mass 
screening programs and 
public health clinics, there is 


very little excuse for not 
having a regular blood 
pressure checkup. It may 


take a few visits; since most 
clinics \prefer to check the 
blood pressure again if it is 
high on the first visit to get an 
accurate reading. Once high 
blood pressure is detected, a 
person may be referred to his 
own physician, to another 
clinic or to a treatment 
program. 
Treatment varies depen. 
~ding on the severity of 
hypertension and other fac- 
tors, but medication is the 
most effective means of 
lowering blood pressure. 
Many types are available and 
although some may have side 
effects the variety of 
medication means that a 
physician can find one that 
will have no side effects. 
However, more difficult than 
finding the right treatment is 
convincing people that high 
blood pressure requires 
lifetime care. Hypertension = 
lowering medicine has to be 
taken for life to get and keep 
blood pressure down. Most 
important, to be treated, hi 
blood pressure must first 
detected. The following two 
checkpoints are suggested: 
1) get your blood pressure 
checked regularly. And, make 
sure that everyone in your 
family gets checked, regard-

It didn't turn 
out that way, however. Lin- 
coin turned the tables on 
Morgan and trimmed the 
Baltimore team by the score 
of 19-6. It was a glorious day 
for Lincoln and a sad day for 
the Morgan club. 

Lincoln dropped football 
several years ago and now 
Morgan is the power in that 
neck of the woods. At the 
present time Morgan has @ 
great coach in Nathaniel 
“Nay” Taylor. it happened all 
of a sudden. When Earl 
Banks, former head football 
coach at Morgan decided to 
quit, he didn't have to look far 
for a replacement. He found 
his man right in his own of- 
fice, at the next desk. 

“You're going to be my 
football coach,” said the 
athletic director. Banks told 
“Nay” this: to see how he 
would take it. At the same 
time everyone knows that 
Banks would never take no 
for an answer, and Taylor 
didn't even try. Morgan State

Council 
Criticizes 
Pres. Ford 


NEW YORK, N.Y. (NBNS) — 
The National Council of 
Churches has .. publicly 
criticized President Ford for 
his remarks opposing school 
busing in Boston. 

The criticisms were made 
during a press conference as 
the 295-member governing 
board met in New York. 

Ford stated at a recent 
Presidential press conference 
that he disagreed with. the 
court's decision.” The Coun- 
cil. adopted. a. resolution.ex- 
pressing dismay—'and disap- 
poirtment at the timing of the 
President's statement. ° 

“Busing is a_ difficult 
remedy but a just, nec ry 
means at this time ‘Yor 
achieving integrated and 
Quality education for many of 
our children,” the Council 
said in a statement reaffir- 
ws Te ye for busing. 

“Only a small fraction of 
the busing that takes place 
daily in our nation is for the 
Purpose of desegregation. 
Surely the American people 
can now accept that means, 
wherever it is needed, to 
achieve quality education for 
all of our children and the in- 
tegrated society to which we 
are committed," The NCC 
Statement concluded. 

The Council said it was 
with sorrow they watched the 
violence develop in Boston 
and praised the efforts of 


clergymen in the Boston area 
who are working for recon- 
ciliation.

Morgan since 1965, working 
as offensive coordinator and 
in recent years as assistant 
head coach. It may have been 
coincidence, but after he 
arrived at Morgan, the Bears, 
launching on a three-year un- 
beaten string, put together a 
3i-game win streak. Taylor 
came to Morgan from 
Maryland State, where he had 
been basketball coach and 
assistant football coach. 

An excellent football and 
basketball player at Ten- 
nessee State, he gained three 
letters on the gridiron and 
four on the basketball court, 
But he was a college quarter- 
back (many consider him the 
finest in. Tennessee State 
history) and a black quarter- 
back in pro football was 
unheard of in 1949, so he 
took a coaching job under 
Skip MeCain, his former high 
school coach, at Maryland _ 
State. He took time out for 
two years in the Army, with a 
fellow named Earl Banks 
replacing him on the 
Maryland State football staff. 

Discharged from service in 
1952, Taylor returned to the 
Princes Anne school and 
stayed for the next 13 years. 
Banks, who had.come to 
Morgan in 1960, called “Nay” 
to join him in 1965. A realist 
at all times, Taylor was unim- 
pressed with fancy titles and 
colorful trappings. He's had 
his share, like All-American 
for three years in football and 
All-Army still another year. 
He's done his share of being 
8. head coach, too, even 
guiding the Maryland State 
basketball team to a 25-0 
record one year. 

"There are a lot of 
problems involved in being 
head coach," he says, “a lot 
of things -outside’ of just 
leading a football team...You 
have to be concerned with 
student’ keeping their grades 
up, about mamas who want 
their boys treated ‘just so,’ 
you have to hustle to get sup- 
port fof your program...!'ll tell 
you this, it’s not a job | want 
to be in for the next 20 


years."
